ABC said the interview was 
the first the Shah has given since 
he left ban in January. It was 
conducted in the grounds of a 
heavily-guarded estate in Rabat 
which King Hassan bas lent to 
the Shah. 

He said he did not think he 
would stay permanently in - 
Morocco. Residence in the 
United States was still a possibil- 
ity, but he hadi not gone to the 
United States initially after leav- 
ing Iran because many people 
had advised him to stay in the area. 

Asked whether he was bitter, 
the Shah said : “ No, because I 
am a religious man. I am not bit- 
ter. But that doesn’t, mean I 
can’t suffer. ” 

He said rumors that be had left 
Iran with huge sums of money 
were ridiculous. 

In Tehran, the Iranian provi- 
sional government on Wednes- 
day denied a local press report 
which claimed that Prime Minis- 
ter Mehdi Bazargan harf res- 
igned. 

- Deputy Prime Minister Abbas 
Amir Entezam described the 
reports as unfounded and mere 
rumors. 

A local English-language 
daily newspaper said Bazargan 
had gone to Qom Tuesday to 
hand his resignation to Ayatol- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini, ack- 
i no wledged leader of the Islamic 
revolution. 

Entezam, the govenunenfs 
lone spokesman, said Bazargan 
was in the capital and had not 
gone to Qom^ . ’ -• 

But the report ilhisfrated deep 
differences between- Bazargan’ s 
government and-V Khomeini, 
underlined by the Ayatollah in a 
speech to theological students 
and religious leaders Wednesday 
in Qom. 

He attacked government sug- .

Western-style democracy 
instead of an Islamic republic.

Carter’s bid brings no peace 


NEW YORK, March 7 (R) — 
Prince Muhammad Al Faisal has 
said President Carter’s latest 
Middle East overtures were a 
sham and would not bring peace 
to the region. 

Prince M uhammad said that 
he agreed with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin when 
he said he would not sign a 
“ sham ” treaty. 

Asked what he thought of the 
president’s forthcoming visit to 
Egypt and Israel, the prince said : 
“ It is a sham. ” 


Prince Muhammad, a 
businessman, told a lunch hosted 
by the American- Arab Associa- 
tion for Commerce and Industry 
that he doubted President Car- 
ter’s Middle East trip would 
bring peace. 

“ You can’t have a bilateral 
agreement to settle a multilat- 
eral problem, ” he said. 

Emphasizing that he was giv- 
ing his personal opinion and not 
speaking for the Saudi govern- 
ment, be said what was needed 
was a multilateral accord, not a 


bilateral agreement 

Carter is to fly to Egypt and 
Israel this week in an attempt to 
negotiate the final terms of a 
peace treaty between those two. 

The prince gave his view in 
response to a question following 
an address on *‘ A new Concept 
of Islam" before the associa- 
tion. 

He said an Islamic republic “ 
is something that is very close to 
the American republic” and 
that the U.S. bQl of rights was 
similar to the rights spelled for 
Muslims in the Koran. 


As League prepares mission 

Yemen’s tension escalating 


KUWAIT, March 7 (Agen- 
cies) — North and South Yemen 
continued to exchange charges 
of escalated tension of their joint 
border Wednesday as the Arab 
League prepared to dispatch 
military and civilian fact-finding 
teams to the area to supervise a 
ceasefire. 

North Yemen Wednesday 
reported South Yemeni air raids 
for the second consecutive day. 
but said it would continue to 
observe the latest ceasefire. 

A military spokesman said 


South Yemeni planes struck 
twice across the border in the 
Qatabah area, but were driven 
back by North Yemeni defenses. 

The border situation was 
reviewed at an ordinary meeting 
of South Yemen’s cabinet, which 
stressed it would scrupulously 
observe resolutions adopted 
early Tuesday by Arab foreign 
ministers meeting in Kuwait. 

Sanaa radio raid the cabinet 
thanked the Arab countries for 
their initiative to halt the fight- 
ing. 


North and South Yemen 
pledged in the final statement of 
the Kuwait ministerial confer- 
ence, to stop fighting. 

A ceasefire was originally 
ordered by both governments on 
Saturday, buz each side accused 
the other of violations. 

However, North Yemeni forces 
Wedn esday launched a fierce 
attack on South Yemeni troops 
near the border, a South Yemeni 
Foreign Ministry source said. 


Beirut stock exchange reopens 

Israelis not withdrawing , says UNIFIL 


TEL AVIV, March 7 (AP) — 
United Nations peacekeepers in 
southern Lebanon charged 
Wednesday that Israel was vio- 
lating its commitment to with- 
draw its soldiers from Lebanon. 

Astatement issued by the 
spokesman for the U.N. I nterim 
Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL) 
cited two incidents, one on Feb. 
28 and one Tuesday, in which an 
Israeli army major accompanied 
aimed Lebanese rightist mi litias 
in attemptslo enter the UNIFIL 
zone. 

The Israeli army spokesman 
here had no immediate comment 
on the matter. 

ALLN. statement said, “ The 
UNIFIL command views the 
behavior of the Israeli major ... 
as a serious provocation and 


finds the presence of the Israeli 
officer in UNIFIL area of opera- 
tions as a new violation . of the 
Israeli withdrawal from the are- 
a. ” 

Last March Israel invaded 
southern Lebanon up to the 
Litani River, 15 miles north of 
the border. When Israel with- 
drew last June, U.N. troops 
moved into southern Lebanon 
with the mandate of preventing 
armed troops from entering the 
zone. 

Although UNIFIL was sup- 
posed to cover the entire area 
from the Litani to the border, 
.Israeli troops handed a strip six 
miles deep along the frontier to 
militias allied with Israel. 

In Beirut meanwhile, rightist 
militiamen and Syrian troops of 


the Arab Deterrent Force 
(ADF) continued sniping at each 
other Tuesday in the eastern sec- 
tor, spokesmen from both sides 
reported. 

There were no reports of 
casualties from the intermittent 
mortar and machine gun fire. 

It was also announced in 
Beirut that Lebanon’s stock 
exchange reopened Wednesday 
after a 13-month shutdown. 

The closure resulted from the 
confrontation between rightist 
militias and Syrian troops of the 
ADF last summer. 

A statement from the Leban- 
ese government said reactivation 
of the stock market was a signif- 
icant step toward, restoring 
Lebanon’s pre-war eminence as 
the only free-money market in 
the Middle East 


PARIS, March 7 (Agencies) 
— As President Jimmy Carter 
left Washington for Cairo Wed- 
nesday night France issued a 
statement calling for an overall 
Middle East settlement as the 
only way to bring " lasting 
peace " to the region. 

Carter was due to meet 
Thursday and Friday with Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat and other top 
Egyptian leaders and then to fly 
to Tel Aviv Saturday for talks 
with Israeli leaders in his bid to 
revive Egyptian-Israeli peace 
talks. 

But France, in its first official 
statement on the Carter trip, said 
any real peace in the Middle East 
could only be obtained by taking 
into account the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people to a 
homeland.' 

A French cabinet statement 
issued here Wednesday night 
read : 

“ The government recalls its 
position that only an overall set- 
tlement, associating ail the 
interested nations and taking 
into account the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people to dis- 
pose of a homeland, can bring 
back peace and stability in this 
sensitive region of the world. ” 

And in Beirut, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization's 
executive committee called on 
Palestinians living under Israeli 
occupation to greet Carter 
Saturday by staging a general 
strike and demonstrations. 

The executive committee also 
called for a meeting of Arab 
heads of state to deal with the 
results of Cartel’s visit, andiaid .- 

in a co mmuni que .that, the trip 
represented,'* a direct participa- 
tion by the U.S. administration 
in efforts to liquidate the Pales- 
tinian cause. ” 

“ Carter’s visit to the Middle 
East is a direct challange to the 
wfl] of the Arab Nation, ” the 
communique said. 

The PLO called on Arab fore- 
ign ministers to immediately, 
“ implement the resolutions of 
the Bagdad Arab summit con- 
ference, especially those impos- 
ing sanctions on the Egyptian 
regime of President Anwar 
Sadat." 

In Cairo, Meanwhile, Prime 
Minister * Mustafa Khalil said 
Wednesday Egypt might seek 
some changes in Carter’s latest 
Middle East peace proposals. 

After a 90-minute meeting 
with President Sadat on the eve 
of Carter's arrival in Egypt, 
Khalil described the new Ameri- 
can proposals as “ very posi- 
tive. ”

Khalil said, adding “ We might 
introduce some changes. ” 

The new proposals were out- 
lined to President Sadat Tuesday 
by Carter's national security 
adviser, Zbigniew Brsezinsld.

USS Constellation sent from Philippines to Gulf 


WASHINGTON March 7 
(AP) — The 8D, 000- ton* aircraft 
carrier Constellation has been 
ordered to sail from the Philip- 
pines into waters near the Gulf in 
a demonstration of United 
States concern about conditions 
in that area, administration offi- 
cials have said. 

This is the second time that the 
Constellation, carrying from 80 
to 90 planes, has been ordered 
from the U.S. naval base at Subic 
Bay to move toward the Indian 
Ocean. But the last time this 
occurred in late December, Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter reportedly 
changed his mind and kept the 
ship in the South China Sea. 

Since then, the Shah has fallen 
and die United States has appar- 
ently lost a certain oil-producing 
ally in the region. 

The Constellation wfli be 
accompanied by three or four 
escorting warships and probably 
an oiler on the voyage from the 
Philippines through the Indian 
Ocean to the Arabian Sea. 

Officals said it was uncertain 


how long the Constellation 
would be kept in the area. 

Within the past two weeks, 
U.S. Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown and other senior officials 
have stressed that the United 
States would, as Brown put it, 
:t take any action that’s approp- 
riate” to protect the flow of 
Middle East ofl to the United 
■ States. 

Brown and other top officials 
also indicated that the United 
States was consulting with 
friendly Middle East countries 
about possible measures that 
would underscore the impor- 
tance the United States attaches 
to stability in the area. 

Carter has ruled out establish- 
ing any permanent military bases 
in the region, but there have 
been indications the United 
States would ffl?e to see an 
expanded naval presence and 
possibly periodic visits by warp- 
lanes. 

The United States has been 
sending carrier task forces into 
the In dian Ocean on two-month 


deployments sauce. early 1972, 
but has ur'er maintained any 
significant continuing naval pre- 
sence. A .small “ show the flag ” 
force of three ships, two des- 
troyers and a command ship, has 
cruised the GuK and Red Sea for 
about 30 years, but this repres- 
ents only minor naval power. 

But last November the United 
States sent a cruiser, a frigate 
and a guided-missile destroyer 
into the Indian Ocean, ostens- 
ibly for joint maneuvers with the 
Iranian and Pakistani navies. 
These ships have been relieved, 
and Washington, apparently 
intends to keep a small force of 
that size in that general area, in 
addition to the Constellation-led 
carrier task force now ordered 
from the Philippines. 

Three destroyers and frigates 
which passed- through the Suez 
Canal from the Mediterranean 
last week are now in port at 
Djibouti. 

The Soviet navy first entered 
the Indian Ocean more than 10 


years ago and maintained an 

almost constant presence there 
ever since, usually of some 20 
ships. 

Ever since being ousted from 
Somalia in 1977, The Russian 
navy has used Aden as a staging 
post. 

Last week, the United States 
took steps to speed up deliveries 
of military equipment to North 
Yemen in response to attacks 
from Soviet-backed - South 
Yemen. 

Pentagon spokesman Thomas 
Ross told a briefing that two U.S. 
Air Force C-141 transport 
planes last delivered some 7,000 
shoulder-fired Law antitank 
cockqts to North Yemen. 

The State and Defense 
Departments have said North 
Yemen will qlso receive 12 F-SE 
fighter planes for a price of about 
300 miffion dollars that includes 
ammunition* and training, 64 
M-60 A-l tanks for 76 million 
dollars and 50 M-113 armored 
troop carriers for 12.7 million 
dollars.

March 
6 (AP) — Voyager I turned Us 
cameras Tuesday to Callisto, 
a moon of Jnpiter so cold that 
scientists think snow “cranes 
up instead of coming down.” 

The spacecraft, already a 
million miles past Jupiter, soar- 
ed dose to Callisto, a frozen 
moon larger than the planet 
Mercury. 

The spacecraft’s approach 
Showed shining white craters 
and ridge-like fines against a 
dark, rough surface. 

Scientists had been surprised 
Monday when another of Ju- 
piter’s 13 moons, 10, showed 
few meteor craters. That sug- 
gested a complex series of ero- 
sion processes. 

“The surface of Callisto is 
really peppered,” said Larry 
SodeihJom, wink watching in- 
creasingly detailed pictures 
show up on television monitors 
at toe Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory.

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PALESTINIAN BOMBS 


By planting bombs in the occupied territories and in Is- 
rael — which is itself the occupied land of Palestine — the 
Palestinians obviously wanted to draw the attention of Presi-» 
dent Carter to their fight and plight. 

It is not clear what the new proposals that Carter is car- 
rying back to the Middle East will be. But of the little that 
has been revealed, they arc certainly not going to fulfil Pales- 
tinian demands for an independent homeland in what remains 
of Palestine. 

So they wlU continue to resist even if Egypt signs a 
separate peace wife Israel. 

The problem is (hat the Israelis do not want to see a 
Palestinian state on any part of Palestine — ever. In the twenty 
years between 194S and 1967 they captured the entire country, 
as well as territories in three other Arab states and they have 
no intention of giving way — except on minor issues which 
leave them in complete control of the situation. 

Even with regard to Sinai, their proposed withdrawal is 
hedged with so many safeguards that the Egyptians will merely 
administer it for the benefit of both sides. 

Their “self-government" plans for the West Bank and 
Gaza are a blueprint for continued occupation with the people 
of the area effectively under colonial control Neither the 
people inside nor the two million refugees outside the territory 
should be expected to go along with it . 

Thus, apart from the- occupied territoria;. the Palestinian 
problem will remain the root of all contention in the region. 
Unless it is solved, there can be no real peace. 


SUPERPOWER RIVALRY 


What the states of the Arabian Peninsula fear most seems 
u> be on its way to them. The Soviet Union is said to have 
airlifted huge amounts of weapons to South Yemen. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam told the 
Arab League Council meeting in Kuwait this week that the 
Soviets have what amounts to a military base in that country. 

Three days later the United States said it was bolstering 
its naval forces in the Gulf and shipping arms to North 
Yemen. Both superpowers are now actively involved in the 
politics ol the region, whether the region like- it or not. 

1 his is something the states of the area have always drea- 
ded and apparently, could not avoid. But they can still cur- 
tail it if they decide to bring 3 bout a genera- rapprochement 
based on mutual respect. This would 'ail for intensive talks 
behind the scenes if they are keen not to become a theater 
for superpower rivalry. 


COMMUNIST FINGERS 


The execution squads running amok in Iran should be 
checked. They have already executed scores of agents of the 
former regime and put several thousand of them in prison 
without access to relatives or lawyers. 

The\ represent one of ’-he most serious developments since 
the Shah. and. unless something is dune to control it. more 
people vsili be killed and many more deprived of their basic 
human rights. 

They must be a source or grave emoarrassraeni to the 
Ayjio’lah Khomeini 3nd the provisional government which is 
iryng to introduce a parliamentary democracy and an inde- 
pendent judiciary These aims, as well as that of the Islamic 
republic c-i 'lie Ayatollah are certainly not being helped by 
squads of executioners depriving people of life and liberty. 
Jiie Communists have a hand in inciting the people to embar- 
ras> the government. 

liver, if some of those executed und many of those in 
prison awaiting the verdict of these! panels — wc can't call 
•nem courts — were guilty of gross violations against the 
people, they have a right to a fair trial.

HONG KONG — 
Advertising, like many other 
victims of the Culttiraj Revo- 
lution of the late 1960s, is 
making a comeback in China. 

The fast ad — promoting 
■several brands of fcxaHy pro- 
duced toothpaste — appeared 
in the “Tientsia daily" recent- 
ly. and has been foil owed by 
newspaper broadsides for eve- 
rything. 


So Ear. advertising bos been 
limited to Chinese-made pro- 
ducts, but: the government firm 
■that is China's answer to Ma- 
dison Avenue, the Shanghai 
Advertising Corp., has indica- 
ted it will place adb for foreign 
companies, too. 

AH this represents such a 
sudden turnabout from toe 

practices of (be past decade, 
wtteo advertising disap peared 
and displays were not allowed 
in shop windows, that toe offi- 
cial media have been at pains 
to explain that they really are 
not taking the capatetet road. 


"We, of course, do not ap- 
prove of the unscrupulous ca- 
pitalist means of making mo- 
ney ... (but) when looking at 
the capitalise way of doing 
business, we mutt: know how 
to absorb its good .points,” 
said an editorial in “Wen Hui 
Pao," a Shanghai newspaper. 

“Advertising is one of them. 
We mutt treat advertising as a 
course of study in ttkmdatjag 
trade at home and abroad and 
improving management. 

“As far as our Socialist eco- 
nomy is concerned, advertise- 
ments may also be used to 
help improve the quality of 
rpnriugfta and tin guide conoi- 
mera’ needs,” the editorial ad- 
ded* 

■ Today’s ads are more dar- 
■ iog than - their pre Cultural 
Revolution predecessors- While 
the advertising of the earfy 
1960s was directed at whole- 
salers, those ads now making 
an appearance are, like their 
counterparts in the West, “di- 
rected ... a* the consumers 
Chernseives,” said John T. 
Kamm, Hong Kong representa- 
tive c£ the National Council 
tor US.-Cbiaa Trade. 

The Chinese version of to- 
nics and patent medicines was 
touted hr the Jan, 29 issue of 
Shanghai’s “Liberation” daily. 
The ad, placed by the Shan- 
ghai Medical Supplies Co., 
pictured bottles of six diffe- 
rent medicines — three of 
them medicinal liquors. 

“Tiger-Bone Wood Melon 
Liquor" is good for aches and 
pains, the ad said. For those 
feeling run down,* the ad of- 
fered a tonic advertised as 
good for the Hood, stomach 
and liver- 

The advertisement prescrib- 
ed dosages for toe pills, brit i 
left the question of bow much 1 
liquor should be consumed to 
■the customer’s judgment. 

Foreign companies now sd~ 
ling goods to China soon witt 
be able to advertise their wa- 
res in the Chinese press, ra- 
dio and television, China has 
announced.

“We han- 
dle commercial advertisements 
for foreign mmtof act n rere and 
traders as well as Chinese ex- 
port' organizations,” the ad, 
placed by toe Shanghai Adver- 
tifiiqg Corp., said. 

A similar advertisement,

The best position 
allotted to a Saudi is usually 
as a public relations officer — 
a ploy to ward off attacks by 
the press or criticism of fee 
company by the public.

*irely sholarly way, and even 
the most sensitive issues are 
dealt with dispassionately.

The historical developments 
in the Trucial States, under 
■British influence from 1892“ 
1971, are treated in five chap- 
ters. 

Chapter One explains why 
the British came in the first 
place, seeing the Gulf Region 
as an extension of the Empire 
in India. The “Exclusive Trea- 
ty,” which the local Sheikhs 
and Rulers were persuaded to 
adopt in 1892, is seen in its 
context as a measure designed to 
inhibit the rival imperial am- 
bitions of France, Russia, Per- 
sia, Turkey, Germany and, 
latterly, the United States. 

For 47 years, or until the 
outbreak, of World War II. 
Britain generally maintain ed a 
policy of non-intervention in 
the internal affairs of the Tnr 
cial States. But after the Inde- 
pendence of India, Britain’s in- 
terest in “the area was based 
upon communications and oil. 
The significance of the region 


in worid affairs increased en- 
ormously and this led, in turn, 
to a shift in British policy to- 
wards greater involvement. Lo- 
cal military forces were establi- 
shed and institutions prepared 
for eventual federation. The 
evidence suggests, contrary to a 
simplistic view of the evils of 
“imperialistic intervention.” 
that the policy of involvement, 
in its long-tomi effects, will 
probably prove to be of grea- 
ter advantage to the region 
than the previous period of im- 
perial aloofness. 

Chapter Two records inter- 
nal changes m the area result- 
ing more or less from British 
policy, especially after World 
War I. Morsy Abdullah re- 
cords how internal evolution 
was considerably accelerated as 
a result of the discovery of ofl 
and gives hitherto unreported 
information about the local 
attitudes. 

Chapter Three deals with the 
neighbors of the Trucial Sta- 
tes and especially the relations 
between Britain and the Otto- 
mans in the Gtrif region. The 
emergence of Saudi influence is 
traced in a most interesting 
way. Morsey Abdullah descri- 
bes the often protracted nego- 
tiations to deal with disputes 


Swept away to tax jail

SAN FRANCISCO — Eve- 
ry (north, a balding, paunchy 
63-{yetovoLd prisoner at the 
Haiti of Justice here receives a 
fbnn letter from (he govern- 
ment- In impersonal but ud- 
m&akabiy clear prose, it says: 

“You are notified there is 
due, owing and unpaid to the 
United States of America from 
the taxpayer whose name ap- 
pears below the sum of 
567,111.79” 

The “taxpayer whose name 
appeals below” is Franklin L. 
McNulty, an amiable, cheru- 
bic retired caxpreoter who has 
spent nearly four years in jail* 
because, in reality, he is an. 
unyielding and dedicated non- 
fcaxpayeff. 

lo 1973, McNulty, au oc- 
casionally successful race track 
bettor from Oakland, won 
S12#<4I0*in abe iftisb Sweep- 
stakes, thanks to a horse nam- 
ed Bronze HML He went to 
Dublin, picked up bis winn- 
ings and deposited -them in a 
bank on Jersey, one of the 
Channel i&L mris . 

But despite being repeatedly 
informed that, like other Ame- 
ricans. he must pay taxes on 
income earned abroad, Mc- 
Nulty has refused adamantly 
to do so — choosing instead 
to remain behind a jaA cdl 
door to which be hunsedf holds 
the key. 

“Pve got my principles!'' 
roars the otherwise mAd-manr 
nerod McNulty, waving his la- 
test monthly tax notice deft an - 


% during a i&Rhouse inter- 
view. 

■Pausing for breath, a smile 
returning to fife face, be ad|ds: 
“Scary. But these people get 
me alt riled up” 

Many Americans, of course, 
try to avoid paying their in- 
come ’taxes. 

But few become as “riled 
up” as McNulty, who, now 
serving an indefinite term for 
contempt, in theory could 
spend the rest of Ink life in 
jail. 

According to the IRS, in 
fiscal 1978, 1,214 Americans 
were convicted or pleaded 
qiuiy or no contest to tax 
fraud charges. — but only 189 
won acquittals or dfcmjacate . 
Sbgbtfty less than, half of the 
errant taxpayers actually drew 
jail sentences. 

McNulty’s case is “highly 
“unusual,” an IRS Official con- 
cedes, and as such has ins- 
pired an unspecified but subs- 
tantial number of indignant 
inquiries to the agency asking 
how a harmless old man can 
rot iu jail for not paying taxes 
on money he won from Ire- 
land ? 

“These letters invariably be- 
gin, 'How dare you . . ’ ” says 
the official. “What people don't • 
understand is that in general 
Americans are taxable on their 
worldwide income- That's as 
dear as the law can be, and 
it doesn’t make any difference 
whether you won your money 
in the Irish Sweepstakes or the 
New Hampshire Sweepstakes." 


Some of the several lawyers 
McNulty fins employed along 
the way concede that point but 
.ask whether it isn't time to 
let old rrem go, 

“They lei Patty Hears! go 
after serving 22 months for 
armed hank robbery and here's 
a guy still sitting in jail after 
47 months for non?- violent 
crime,” says Brace ZeUs of 
Oakland, his former attorney. 

McNulty was 58 years old 
when he pecked out a ticket 
on the Irish Sweepstakes on a 
bunch it was has turn to win- 
As McNulty recals it, he 
“never got too excited.” But 
he became increasingly incen- 
sed when, he flnmwf he’d have 
to pay a snbsteutoaj tax — 
about 535,000 — on Iks win- 
nings. Almost anyone eke 
would have paid his taxes and 
then begun to cqjoy the rest. 
But not Frank McNulty. 

Instead, he deposited the 
money abroad and refused to 
pay a nickel to the BRS. He 
was charged, convicted and 
sentenced to prison for income 
tax evasion in March 1975- 
Last year, after completing 
that prison term, he faced a 
dvi action by the government 
seeking to coBeot the unpaid 
taxes, totoresit and penalties — 
now totaling over 560,000 on 
prize money that bad grown 
with intsrete to about 
5155,000- 9*. McNulty re- 

fused and was sentenced to joJ3 
for dvfl. oortampt. He’s been 
in the San Ffcancisoo county 
jail ever since.

Chapter four fflomtoates the 
conflicting interests of Iran and 
Britain in the Gulf region and 
the evolution of good relations 
after years or antagonism. The 
apparent stability produced by 


the Shah’s strong governmen*. 
despite some actions of which 
Gulf stales could not approve, 
have now given way to a pe- 
riod of confusion. It remains 
to be seen how long the power 
struggle to Iran will continue 
and What forces wfll finally 
emerge to fill the vacuum. It 
is however, conceivable that 
both Tran and the Emirates 
will have cause to regret the 
eclipse of the Shah. 

Chapter Five is concerned 
with clarifying the issue of 
boundaries between Oman and 


the Emirates. The arrange- 
ments made by Britain as the 
paramount power are described 
in detail. 

Morsy Abdullah’s meticulous 
documentary researches have 
been supplemented by much 
travel and innumerable conver- 
sations, frequently with those 
officials closely involved with 
the evolution of policy. The 
book includes photographs of 
historical personalities, statisti- 
cal tables, a bibliography, seve- 
ral descriptive maps and the 
family trees of riders.

EEC cites progress in trade 


talks 


GENEVA. March 7 (R) — 
European Economic Commu- 
nity (EEC) negotiators say 
they have achieved “'cotnpaxa- 
tively satisfactory and balanc- 
ed" results in world trade talks 
aimed at opening up moriceis 
by redudog tariffs 

In a summary of the pre- 
sent state of the lengthy 99- 
naxion negotiations now in 
their final phase, the EEC de- 
legation reported Tuesday sub- 
stantial progress in harmoniz- 
ing tariffs.. This would be 
done by reducing disaparities 
-bet/ween hig-h and low duties 
imposed on foreign imports by 
various participating countries. 

But it seemed chat the gene- 
ral extent of cuts in tariffs 
would be moderate, with i>he 
average EEC tariff being re- 
duced from 9.8 per cent to 7.5 
per cent 

This represent a reduction 
of less than 2-5 per cent com- 
pared with about 40 per cent 
cited by leading participants 
when the negotiations entered 
a substantive state last year. 

The EEC delegation publish- 
ed the summary afier chief 
negotiator Wilhelm Hafekamp 
reported Monday to Common 
Market ministers in Brussels. 
The miuistere failed to app- 
rove the package of accords 
presented to them, and asked 


the negotiators to try to ob- 
tain farther improvements but 
said they would discuss the 
issue again early next month- 
The object of the world 
trade talks, launched in 1973 
under the auspices of the Ge- 
neral Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), is to break 
down barriers to international 
commerce m industrial and 


fram products and to set fair 
trading rules for the 198Qs. 

In addition to tariff reduc- 
tion, *e overall package in- 
dudes accords on trade m 
meat and dairy products, and 
a series of codes governing 
use of export subsidies and 
offsetting import duties, go- 
vernment purchasing practices.

Hanoi to permit Chinese withdrawal 


BANGKOK. March 7 (AP) 
— Vietnam said Wednesday it 
would allow a Chinese invasion 
force to withdraw from its soil 
without hindrance, but later 
reported continued fighting and 
Vietnamese victories. 

The latest battle report from 
Hanoi said China had declared a 
withdrawal but itstroopsruesday 
and Wednesday continue^ to 
carry out " many barbarous 
criminal acts including plunder- 
ing. burning people's homes and 
shellings. " 

No major battle was described 
by Hanoi over the past two days 
and analysts in Bangkok said 
there were indications that some 
Chinese units had begun to puli 
back, although it was too early to 
detect a pattern in Chinese milit- 


But analysts see no sign 
that mass pullout in effect 


ary movements. Any withdrawal 
would probably be gradual. 

Vietnam claimed it had scored 
” a splendid victory ’’ against 
China and that the frontier area 
had become " a burial ground " 
for the Chinese. 

They have been forced to 
retreat. " an editorial in the 
communist party newspaper 
'* Nhan Dan " declared. 

The editorial said Vietnam 
would allow the Chinese to 
withdraw in peace but warned 
that “ if the Chinese troops, 
while pulling out continue acts 


of war they will be dully 
punished. " 

The battle report said that 
Tuesday and Wednesday Chin- 
ese troops burned and looted vil- 
lages around the provincial capi- 
tal in Lang Son Province, north- 
east of Hanoi. 

It also described recent 
clashes in Cao Bang and Hoang 
Lien Son Provinces, where the 
report said the Chinese had dug 
fresh trenches, staged ground 
attacks and shelled villages. 

Vietnam said it had “ duly 
punished ” the Chinese in all

those areas. 

Laos meanwhile accused 
China of moving many regular 
army divisions to its frontier and 
smuggling spies and commandos 
into the country to create distur- 
bances. 

The official Laotian news 
agency KPL said an emergency 
meeting was held Tuesday to 
discuss the “ serious situation ” 
and that relations between Laos 
and China were deterioratin g 
“ with each passing day. ” 

Vietnam and the Soviet 
Union, two dose allies of Laos, 
accused China of border provo- 
cations against Laos as part of 
Peking’s invasion of Vietnam. 
Laos shares borders with both 
China and Vietnam. 

Wednesday Col. NghiemTuc, 
a member of the editorial board 
of “ Nhan Dan, "said there were 
indications that the Chinese ba_d 
begun withdrawing some of their 
troops from Vietnam Tuesday 
night 

He added that the Chinese still 
had 16 divisions inside Viet- 
nam's Lao Cai, Ha Tuyen, Cao 
Bang. Lang Son and Mong Cai 
Provinces along the border. 

- “ It is left to be seen if all of 
these withdraw beyond the his- 
toric boundary between China 
and Vietnam. " he said.

Qaddafi reportedly 
rearming Ugandans 


NAIROBI, March 7 (AP) — 
Libya is airlifting massive 
amounts of military equipment 
Into Uganda in preparation for a 
Ugandan counterattack against 
Tanzanian invaders that could 
come in about a week. Western 
diplomats said Wednesday. 

The diplomats said tanks, 
fighter planes, heavy artillery 
and infantry weapons have been 
flown to Entebbe. Uganda's 
international airport on Lake 
Victoria, in an air bridge that 
began about a week ago. They 
said Libyan and Ugandan cargo 
planes are making daily flights. 

The expected Ugandan coun- 
terattack could open up the deci- 
sive phase of die four-month 
war, the diplomats said. “ The 
next week or so should show 
whether the military balance has 
shifted in favor of Uganda, *' one 
diplomatic source said. 

President Idi Amin said two 


days ago that a counterstrike was 
in the offing. In Uganda Radio 
broadcasts monitored in 
Nairobi, he said the time was 
coming to hit the enemy hard 
and called on his troops to fight 
to the last man. 

Western diplomats said Tues- 
day about 1,400 Libyan troops 
have been flown into Uganda to 
bolster Amin’ s faltering forces. 
In Tripoli, Libya's official Jana 
News Agency denied the report 
and said the only Libyans in 
Uganda were teachers, doctors 
and bank workers. 

The denial made no mention 
of military supplies. But Wes- 
tern sources pictured Libyan 
leader Muammar Qaddafi as 
disappointed and angered by 
Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyrere’s reject on of mediation 
efforts made by Libya and by the 
49-state Organization of African 
Unity. 


when a man called in, pulled 
himself up a chair and sat down, 
waiting for me to enquire what 
he wanted.

— “ What are your qualifica- 
tions. Sheikh Ibrahim, *' I 
asked ? 

(The word Shahada in Arabic 
can mean qualification or 
degree.) 

— “Is- there any Shahada 
higher than La Ilaha Ilia Allah 
M uhamm ad Rasulu Allah ? ” 

(In this religious context, the 
Shahada means the confession 
or attestation that there is no god 
but Allah and that the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad is the Mes- 
senger of Allah.) 

I could hardly contain myself 
as the man arrogantly raised his 
voice. Had it not been for God’s 
ordinance in the Holy Koran not 
to reject a poor man, I would 
have told him to get ont. But I 
chose patience. “ And how did 
you memorize the Holy 
Koran ? ” I asked. 

— “1 memorized part under 
the tutelage of Sheikh Mustapha 
in my home town and the rest 
under Sheikh Abdul Hafiz, also 
of my village. Both of them are 
dignitaries and if you wish they 
can come amd recommend me to 
you. 

That was almost more than I 
could stand. But again I said 
patiently : “ Memorizing the 
Holy Koran as such. Sheikh 
Ibrahim, is not enough to teach 
it. In our schools we need per- 
sons who, besides memorizing 
the Koran, are acquainted with 
its proper recitation and study in 
special institutes to learn the 
reasons behind the Divine Reve- 
lation, to learn how to interpret 
the various verses and be taught 
jurisprudence and the tenets of 


exams in those official, recog- 
nized institutes and obtain then- 
degrees, they become eligible for 
teaching. ” 

** But all sciences are based on 
the Hoty Koran, " be objected. 

** In my view. ” he continued, 
“ it is a matter of having some- 
one to pull strings Jf I had, a post 
would have been created for me. 
But unfortunately. I haven't. Let 
me teO you that all you say u 
unrealistic. How many high offi- 
cials, bow many heads of state or 
government do not hold a 
degree but have proven their 
worth in practice ? ” 

“ Mediation without qualifi- 
cations. ” I said, “ is useless in 
our schools. We shoulder a 
heavy responsibility toward the 
new generations. Homan condi- 
tions have greatly developed 
since the time the Holy Koran 
was revealed, and sciences have 
proliferated. The Book itself has 
laid down law, prayers and ritu- 
als as well as soda! behavior, 
which were responsibly inter- 
preted by the early Ulema. Some 
Ulema still deal with things that 
did not exist at the time of the 
Holy Prophet and his followers. 
No angle human mind can 
encompass all such knowledge ; 
and this is the reason why vari- 
ous persons have to study them 
separately, each in the proper 
institue, for years, before 
specializing and venturing to 
teach them. ” 

Sheikh Ibrahim was angry. He 
rose and said to me In short, 
you don’t have a post for me.

self-rule, include a review of 
security arrangements in the 
sensitive Sinai region after a set 
period, and also that Egypt” s 
defense pacts with arab stater 
must have precendence over the 
treaty. 

The two presidents wfl] bold 
three sessions of talks over. Car- 
ter’s three-day visit, and on 
Saturday morning he will 
address the Egyptian People’s 
Assembly. 

Tuesday the state-run Cairo 
Radio said in its daily commen- 
tary, “ Peace cannot be reached 
within the framework of a partial 
agreement, but within a wider 
framework. ” 

A senior official, who declined 
to be named, said he feared there 
had been a modification of the 
so-called “ seventh for- 


mula ’’worked out by the United 
States during talks late last 
month between Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, Premier 
Khalil and Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan in Washing- 
ton. 

The “ seventh formula " is 
diplomatic shorthand for the 
proposals submitted by the Car- 
ter administration before the 
Washington talks ended without 
agreement on bow to overcome 
the differences between the two 
Middle East states. 

The official said a modifica- 
tion of the formula could explain 
Israel? s rapid acceptance of 
President Carter’s latest propos- 
als. At the tithe Khalil said the 
seventh formula brought solu- 
tions from Egypt’s standpoint, 
but it was rejected by Israel. 


Arab newspaper reaction to 
the visit was almost unanimously 
unfavorable. 

A Kuwait paper, ** Al 
Anbaa, ” warned that the Arab 
Nation “ has reached a danger- 
ous crossroads in its history, 
e* peciaily if the surrender 
agreement being prepared by 
Carter's visit is signed. ”

Sabah stated that Ms govern- 
ment “ wfl! abide by the Bagb- ■ 
dad Arab summit resolutions, ” 
if Sadat of Egypt signs a unilat- 
eral peace treaty with Israel.

The Arab energy conference 
here has been told that there will ’ 
still be plenty of Arab oil and gas 
by the end of this century. 

Farouk Muwaklri, economic 
consultant with the Arab Fund 
for Economic and Social 
Development said Tuesday in 
Abu Dhabi that no shortage of 
Arab ofl was expected by the 
year 2000 if the 1 977 production 
and export levels were main- 
tained. 

A United Nations economist, 
Nouhad Baroucfi, who special- 
izes in energy forecasting for the 
Arab countries, said projections 
for the Middle East region 
tended to confirm that the world 
should reach the 1990s without 
an oil shortage. 

But by the year 2030, the 
Middle East and North African 
oil exporters would become the 
sole suppliers of traded oil, 
according to another expen, 
Wolf Hafele, deputy director 
the International Institute for 
Applied Systems Analysts says 
that all regions of the world 
except these countries would 


have to resort to the use of coal . 
liquefactioa or more expensive 
domestic oil. 

He said his forecast assumed 
these countries would not allow 
output to rise .beyond 33.4 mil- 
lion barrels a day, a level about 
50 per cent higher than the peak 
production in 1973. 

Baroudi warned that the 
world must be given the incen- 
tive to expand energy supply, 
and particularly to sustain the 
production of the additional 
higher-cost oil necessary to con- 
tinue to meet demand in the 
coming decades. 

He added : “ This could only 
be achieved if the real price of ofl 
rose insignificantly. ” 

“ Barring an abrupt price hike 
in a disruptive way of the 1973 
type, the logical solution would 
be a gradual increase over a long 
period, " he said. 

He drought, however, that the 
real price of oil wqs not likely to 
increase significantly as long as 
the demand for Saudi Arabian 
ofl did not grow out of propor- 
tion to the country’s capacity. 
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
